The potted plant you will receive will look 
similar to the illustration on the left. Some 
will be in bud and bloom. They are already 
growing and all you have to do is to plant 
the peat pot and all, carefully setting 
the plant into the ground being sure to firm 
the soil well around the plant. Remove alll 
blossoms from the plant until July Ist then 
let them begin to fruit and they will bepin 
bearing by August first and continue well 
into October. 


POTTED PLANTS are shipped in 21%,'' peat pot and are well rooted and grow- 
ing, ready to start off after being set in the ground. They are verv satisfactory 
especially if dry conditions prevail at the time of arrival. If you are not ready 
to set them at once they may be held for days until you are ready to plant them 
so long as the soil on the plants is kept moist. They are especially adapted to 
long distance shipments. 


In co-operation with the Research Department of the Division of Horticulture, 
University of Minnesota, all of our potted plants are sprayed with ENDRIN for 
the elimination and control of mites and other injurious insects which are found 
on all strawberry plants and which often prevent proper performance in Plant 
growth and fuit production. They are also sprayed with CAPTAN for the con- 
trol of fungus growths. These insect and fungus free plants grow faster and give 
increased fruit production.

SOME SUGGESTIONS THAT WILL HELP YOU TO PRODUCE BIG CROPS 
OF LARGE LUSCIOUS FRUIT FROM RED RICH, OR ANY OTHER 
STRAWBERRY PLANTS JUST AS WE CLAIM FOR THEM. 


We have occasional reports of improper performance of the RED RICH strawberry 
plants in sizes of the fruit and abundance of fruit production which could be caused by 
soil déficiencies or other agents. The soil deficiencies may be corrected by having the 
soil analyzed and providing the proper fertilizer as recommended by the soil analyst 
if a deficiency is apparent. 


But there are two other causes of major concern which conspire to cause improper 
performance of the plants which may be easily corrected by proper care which will 
give them an opportunity to develop healthy growth and to bear fruit of large size, 
abundantly, just as we claim they will in the priee list. 


FIRST—RED RICH will not produce fruit of large size abundantly unless given plenty 
of room for growth and development. Do not over crowd the plants. Plant them at 
léast'two feet apart each way and when new plants begin to form on the runners from 
the mother plant space them at least one foot from the old plant and do not allow 
plants to grow less than one foot from the. old plant. If allowed to become to nu-- 
merous in a matted row production of fruit wiil be curtailed and small seedy berries 
or none at) all_may result. e 


SECOND—A more serious cause for improper performance of RED RICH strawberries 
is the-presence of red spiders and/or Cyclamen mites. The mites are so small that 
they are invisable to the naked eye and can only be detected with the aid of a magni- 
fying glass but they may cause untold damage if the plants are heavily infested. They 
will. produce only small seedy fruits or the blossoms may not at all develop into fruit. 
All strawberry plants are more or less infested with the Cyclamen mites and the RED 
RI€H seems to be especially susceptible as a host to both the mites and red spiders. 
The mites and spiders may be eliminated simply by spraying the plants with a mix- 
ture of 14 teaspoonful of. ENDRIN (a powerful insecticide) throughly mixed in one 
quart of water. This mixture may be applied on smail plantings with an ordinary 
quart size hand sprayer delivering the spray as throughly as possible to the under- 
side of the leaves of the plants as well as to the upper sides. 


The plants should be sprayed at least twice at intervals of 10 days to two weeks AND 
BEFORE THE PLANTS BEGIN TO SET FRUIT (before the fruits begin to form) as 
the material is highly toxic and adheres to surfaces to which it is appliedfor an in- 
definite perod of time. Two sprayings before the plants begin to set fruit should be 
effective for the control of the spiders and mites. We have derived these conclusions 
by co-operative research with the State Department of Agriculture and the Depart- 
ment of Entomology of the University of Minnesota during the winter and spring of 
1955 and the season of 1955-56. The concentration of the spray material and the period 
of spraying is recommended by the research workers of the Hort. Dept., U. of M. 
All of the potted plants shipped out by us have been sprayed with ENDRIN and are 
certified to be free from spiders, Cyclamen mites and other injurious insects. 


Caution should be used in preparing the spray material not to get insecticide on the 
hands, face er body*as it is high'y irritant to the skin but is extremely effective for 
the material is highiy toxic and adheres to surfaces to which it is applied for an in- 
hale any of the fumes of the spray. If any of the material lodges on the skin of the 


user it should be thoroughly washed off immediately. 


ENDRIN is usually sold only in quantities of one gallon or more but only a small 
amount is necessary to spray 100 or more plants. For the convenience of our custom- 
ers who are unable to get the material in small quantities we have prepared it in 4 oz. 
and 8 oz. bottles at $1.25 for the 4 oz. and $2.00 for the 8 oz. prepaid. 


The use of a good insecticide is also beneficial in promoting fruit production. We use 
CAPTAN which gives effective control of fungi and materially increases fruit produc- 
tion. We make 5 applications a week apart starting the latter part of April using a 
rounded teaspoonful of he material to one quart of water spraying the plants with 
the material so that they are well covered with the spray. We can supply the Captan 
if you are unable to get it elsewhere.
